Axis Prisoners Still Insist on Seeking Escape

OTTAWA, — In sanctuaries safe 


from the rigors of the war in Rus- 
sia, 
safe from the nightmare of Spit- 


fires roaring down to strafe their 
planes, safe from the deadly menace 
of British destroyers hunting their 
submarines^ thousands 
of 
German 


war prisoners are under safe guard 
in Canada. They do not have to fear 
even bombing raids by their own 
Luftwaffe. 


They arc in comfortable quarters. 


They are allowed to wear their own 
uniforms find they arc better fed 
than they would be in Germany. They 
are allowed to write their relatives 
and receive mail, but of course un- 
der censorship. 


Their comfortbalc lot is guaranteed 


under the 1929 Geneva Prisoners of 
War Convention ratified by the Do- 
minion of Canada in 1933. They are 
known as Prisoners of War Class 1, 
to distinguish them from Class 2, who 
are interned for subversive activities 
and so forth. There is the third class, 
refugees from enemy countries, sus- 
pect because of their origin and the 
circumstances surrounding their ar- 
rival in Britain. Many of these are 
later released 
and many go back 


to Britain to do non-combatant war 
work. 


The Class 1 prisoners in Canada 


were sent out from Britain transport- 
ed under British guard. Arriving on 
Canadian shores, they are taken over 
by the Canadian Army, acting as 
guards and custodians for the Secre- 
tary of State who is Custodian of 
War Prisoners and Enemy Aliens.

but her army is not, and least of al 
her prisoners of war in other coun 
tries. Whether it be propaganda t 
convince other countries there is n 
shortage of clothing or whether th 
German army has a monoply of th 
good fabrics is not known, but th 
uniforms sent over by Germany fo 
the prisoners of war arc of first class 
material and excellent cut, especial- 
ly for the German officer prisoners. 


The guardian angel of the Prison- 


er of War is the Protecting Power. 
In this case Switzerland is the pro- 
tecting power and Swiss representa- 
tives visit the camps, make inspec- 
tions, talk with the prisoners and in 
every way keep track of their treat- 
ment. They report to their own au- 
thorities, and thence to Germany, the 
condition of the prison camps, the 
food given, the treatment accorded 
and everything else pertaining to the 
prisoner.;' welfare. 


Prisoners must conform to the Navy 


Army and 
Air regulations of the 


Canadian Navy, Army and Air Force 
and follow the service routines in 
the matter of discipline. They may 
be disciplined or punished in ac- 
cordance with these regulations with 
the exception that no German officer 
or N. C. O. may be deprived of 
his rank or reduced in rank. They 
can wear their rank badges and must

Sixty-four German prisoners of war 


in Canada have thus far attempted to 
escape. Only one made n clear get- 
away, the rest were recaptured, or 
shot in the attempt. Five were kill- 
ed attempting to escape or resist- 
ing anvst when caught.

lines in the Kerch area. 


"German attacks were repulsed by a

naval forces," Pravda said. 


Attack Halted 
Russian front line reports said the 


Germans were equally unsuccessful 
in fighting near Sevastopol, key Black 
sea naval base at the southwest tip 
of the Crimea, 
and that repeated 


Nazi tank assaults failed to break 
through the 
defenses. 


German bombers were pictured by 


the high command as blasting fur- 
iously at Soviet ships which might

be used to evacuate Red troops. Thes 
Nazi command reported that 3 cruis- 
ers, a destroyer and 5 large merchant- 
ships were badly damaged in nearby 
waters.

The two Churchills have been con- 


fused a number of times in their 
careers—which, incidentally, parallel 
each other at many points. The U. S. 
Churchill graduated from Annapolis 
in 1894 and began a wriling career. 
The British, three years younger, 
graduated from Sandhurst (English 
Wesl Poinl) Ihe ncxl year and also 
began to try his hand at wriling. 


"The Crisis" vs. "The 
World Crisis" 
The American Churchill, an 
his- 


torical novelist, has produced 11 books 
while the British, historian and one- 
time war correspondent, 17. The Amer- 
can's "The Crisis," a tale of Ihe Civil 
War, is often confused with the Eng- 
ishman's "The World Crisis," a four- 
volume history of the firsl World War. 


Like his English namesake, New 


England's Churchill has been in po- 
ilics. He ran for Governor of New 
Hampshire when in his 30's—"when 


'. was jusl a youngslcr," he says. 


The Churchills firsl met in Bos- 


.on in the '90's. At Ihe turn of the cen- 
lury, when Ihe American's first novel 
'The Celebrity," was published in 
England, the present Prime Minister 
wrote him suggesting that, if both 
were to continue writing, one or the 
other Had better change his name. 
The American answered thai since he 


was the elder (he's now 70 to the 
other's 67), he didn't feel it should 
be he. For' that reason Winston Churc- 
hill of England has always signed 
himself "Winston S." (for Spencer). 


Winston Churchill Won't 
Discuss War 
Tall, gaunt, professorish in appear- 


ance, the Winston Churchill of New 
Hampshire seems the antithesis of 'Mr. 
England.' But his cultivated, Boston- 
Brahmin speaking voice is not unlike 
the other's, and he, too, is hale and 
hearty despite his more than three- 
score years. 


Winslon Churchill doesn't want to 


talk about the war, although he has 
written about war many times and is 
reported lo be in complete agreement 
wilh Ihe Prime Minister on war pol- 
icy. He refers questioners to his books 
—in particular, to "The 
Uncharted 


Way," which he published without 
fanfare lasl year. Described by him as 
'an analysis of Christianity nnd the 
gospel from 
a psychological view- 


point," it was his first book in more 
than 20 years. 


But he will say Ihis: "I am a loyal 


American, and I will follow where 
Ihe Prcsidenl loads." 


The Road to Peace 
In his 175-year-old farmhouse, Win- 


slon Churchill finds the kind of peace 
he needs lo mediate on anolher book.

The prisoners, other than officers, 


arc set lo work on civilian projects, 
for under the Geneva convention, no 
prisoner can be forced to wor kon 
anything pertaining to the war. They 
must be paid for their work. In Canad 
this pay is 20 cents a day, which 
is the same sum paid to Canada's un- 
employed in work camps during 
peace-lime depression. 


Officers are not required to work. 


They gel their pay from Germany. 
They may and do participate in var- 
ious work for the good of the camp.

Catlings may be started in the

winter cuttings applies to the shrubs 
that lose their leaves during win- 
ter. Young wood is selected, pre- 
ferably wood that produced last sum- 
mer, although 2-year-old wood will j 
often make good cuttings. The cut-; 
tings arc made from 4 to 8 inches in 
> 


length and include at least three buds, i 
The cuttings of each particular type ' 
of shrub are tied together in bunch- j 
cs with the large ends of the cut- j 
tings at one end of the bundle. Tho i 
bundles are then stored through the \ 
winter by placing them in a box or i 
basket of moist sand or moss placed 
in a cool, moist storage cellar. Bund- 
les may be stored in open ground, 
buried to a depth of 8 to 12 inches, \ 
laved on the sides and planted with : 
large ends somewhat higher than the i 
small ends.

The cuttings arc kept moist but not 


wet throughout the storage season. 
As soon as the ground warms up in 
the spring, they should be placed in 
a row in the garden or nursery plot, 
spacing them 4 to 6 inches apart in
